L is but (gnozaunce and ſelfe-will (the un 
GA | wedded Parents at that vgly monſter erroz) 
IF | which hath blinded our Engliſh Heroes front 
regarding in theſe latter times, that moſt ex⸗ 
B cellent and pzayſc-wazthy gift, the bzeving, 
ryding, and trayning vp of Pozſes, which in all ages hatch 
beene moſt commendable : becauſe of all thinges molte 
commodious, and of beaſtes in nature to man the ucereſt. 
The dead cynders of which famous quality, if my yoang 
experience (pet in the Pidwiues armes, ſcarce readie fog 
his ſirſt ſwathing cloutes) may reuiae againe, in the pꝛi⸗ 
nate mindes of thoſe that ſhall viewe my labour, Iſhall 
bolde my payne an eternall pleaſurc,.and my ſelfe fullie ſa⸗ 
tif-fied. 
And firſt as touching the bzeeving of Vezſes, there is 
two things chiefely to be regarded, ficſt the ſituation of the 
ground, next the fertilenes of the ſoyle whereon they ſhould 
be bzed. The ground molt excellent fo2 this purpoſe, ought 
to be on the knole oz height of a hill, bærung of ſuchquanti- 
tic, as may ſaffice to heart the number cf your race Pares 
and Fillies: vet not all one entire Cloſe , but deuided by 
ſtrong fencing to th2e : nepther is it of neceſſity that they 
Lye all on one knole, ifthey lye on diners it (hal not be hurt- 
full, The niet apandac am.

bcingfalne, The fecond, foz the winteringof pour Parts 
and Foales, The third, fo; your Colts being weaned and 


dꝛawne from theyꝛ Dammes. Foz the firſt, J would haue 
it a ley ground, with high ridges and der pe furrowes , and 
if it map be, full of great Pole⸗ hills: that your Foales by 
ſcoping and galloping thereon, all be bzought to ſuch nim⸗ 


blenes, ſtrength, and true ſotmanſhip, that they (hal not on⸗ 


ly haue a moſt excellent bzaue trotte, but alſo during they; 
lyues, (not being ſtrapned to young) they (hal be free frem 
that foule vice of ſtumbling, 

This ground J with ſhould lye open of the Caſt, that the 
mozning Sunne may riſe thereon, which doth not onelyre- 
nine and bzing a luſt to your Foalcs, but alſo adds ſuch a 
ſtrength to they; backes, and ſuch a firme knitting of they; 
ioynts, that they Chal be moze ready fozthe Rider at the 
pares old, then others (bꝛed contrarily)at xe. Fo2 the wa⸗ 
tring place in this Cloſe, woult haue it ſome Pond, which 
is fedepther by ſomt freſh ſpꝛing, a2 ſome running River, 
ſo as your fence ſtand betwene the Rtuer and pour Mares: 
my reaſon ia, becauſe it is the nature i pꝛopertp of Pares, 
to couet to foale cpther in the water, oz as nere as they can 


pollibly get. 


Foz ſhelter in this place, I would haue none moze then 
the ozdinary frnctng which compaficth the ground, foz to 
baue other were but navlefſe, becauſe by experience J haue 
found it, that thoſe Foales which haue falne in Parch, and 
haue bene molt weather beaten, haue pzoucdalwatcsthe 
largeſt 4 ſtouteſt in the Ryders handling. And thus much 
fo; that part of ground where J would haue Pores to foale 
m. Now fo; the ſecond, where J would haue pour Mares 
and Foalcs wintered, J would haue the ſitnafton of it in all 
things like the firft, onely the watring place there, J would 
haue ſome freſh Niuer if it might be conuenientlp, as well 
fo2 the purtnes and ſeundnes of the water, as alſo fe; ſaving 
the anopance of Ice, which is perilous fo2 the legs 4 itopnts 
of young Foales, Fcz pour theltcr in that place, J woald

Notv fvz your third Cloſe , foz your weanings, J would 
bauc it if poſſible like wiſe aſcending, having ſome roundle, 
Riuer, oz freſh Pendefo2 watering: if there be ſhelter of 
Trees oʒ buthes, it much auaileth, neuertheleſte, at ſomes 
ende of it, would J haue eyther a cloſe houell oz houſe built 
with Kacke and Panger : whereto in the winter they may 
at thep2 wils repayze and find both Hay and garbidge, the 
deze be ing alwates open to paſſe in and ont at. 

Laſtlp, fo; the firtilnes of the ſaple, 4 would haue if a 
ritch blacke mould, ſo it bee not fozeed by manure, fo2 J 
aſſure you by pꝛoofe, it is better to'dzecve ct a barrayne 
ſtonie grounde, then of ſuth a ground that is manured 
cuery peere, ſo: the graſſe thereof is nepther. ſauerte noz 
wholeſome. And thus much foz the choyce of your grounds 
to bʒet de vppen. Nowe it may be obiected to mee by ſome, 
that J wzonged my ſelfe in chooſing of. high groundes, 
ſith they be neither ſo fruitfull of graſſe, noz ſoconuentent 
fo water as lower grounds be, But my aunſwere is, hee 
that bz&des vppon low grounds that be fruitfull and full of 
ranck graſſe, and kœpes his Pares onely fo2 bzeede andnof 
fo wozke,thall nde by pꝛoofe, (as J haue done) that in the 
winter ſcaſon when they ſhall come to llodding, the moſt of 
his race Pares, eſpecia ly thoſe which goe oucr, ſhall ha- 
zard to die of the rotte, which will as ſoone infect Yozſes 
and Pares as Sheepe, if they be not wzoughl: where con- 
trary, vppon high hard grounds, thep ſhall be fre from that 
infection, 

Againe, Colts bꝛedde in low grounds, wil alwates be 
weake paſternd and fat chauld, the one thzough his wette

How young Coltes ſhould be handled, tamed, rydden, and 
made perfect both for ſetuice and pleaſure, 


Ven your Coltes haue attayned the age of 
thꝛee peeres olde and the dantage, which is 
fro Apaill oz Map, till Partilmas oꝛ Chzilt- 
mas, it were good pou daiue them vppe into 

< ſome cloſe houſe, where hauing god trength 
of men, you may haulter them, which J would wich to bee 
done with all the gentlenes and quiet meanes that may be, 
Then pour Colte is once haultercd, then offer to leade him 
fo:th info ſome Courte o2 Cloſe , where when hee comes, 
there is no doubt but (not hauing berne in hand befoze) hes 
will be vnurlie , and offer both to runne away and plunge: 
which when hee couets to do, ſuffer him cucn as far as pour 
chaſe haulter will gyue him leaue, and then with a geod 
ſtrength even in his running oz leaping, gyue him ſuch a 
twitch backe, that pou make his necke readie fo cracke a- 
game: 02 elſe plucke him vpon his buttockes, and faile not 
but as oft as he ſtriues to bꝛeake away, ſo oſt do pou plucke 
him backe with theſe ſuddaine ſtraynes and twitches, the 
commonitie whercofis this. 

If he bea Yozſe of a thicke, ſhoꝛt and ftrong ſoꝛe hand, 
and withall of wilfull and haughtie courage, this ſtrapning 
and oueranaiſtering hun in the hanlter , will make hym ſo 
plyant ofhis necke and ſo tender of his head , that (fearing 
the like cozrection) hee will neyther offer to bꝛeake from his 
Keeper when hee ſhall leade him, no2 indanger hys Ryder, 
with that villaindus quallitie of running away. Pozeoner, 
this manner of conquering him with the haulter, will bzing 
an to ſuch a ſentible feeling of cozrection , that when hee 


ſhall 
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ſhall come to weare Muſrole, Chaine o2 Canezan, al whith 
be many degrees beyond the haulter in crueltie and terroz, 
his Ryder wall finde him ſo obedient to hys hunde, that hee 
ſhall place hys head where hee lift, and in one werkes tray⸗ 
ning rule the Colt how he lit, 
But if he be a ſullen Jade that will neither run noꝛ leape, 
but onely hang backe, then lefſome anders by with long 
poles 02 goades beate hint and pꝛicł him, till you make him 
leade vppe and downe gentlte , not fozgettingbut to make 
much and cherriſh him, when you ſhall finde him obedient 
and plyant to your will. This dene, let him be ſette vp in 
the ſtable, and pull off his chaſe haulter foz feare of galling 
his head too much, and put on a flatte coller of double Lra⸗ 
ther. Let his Keper be alwayes tryfling and dooing ſome- 
what about hym, eyther rubbing 02 clawing him in one 
place oz other where hee ſhall find him moſt tickliſh 02 dain⸗ 
tie: ffill giuing him kinde wo2ds, as ho boy, ho boy, 02 hella 
loue, ſo my nagge, and ſuch like fearmes, til he haue wen 
him to his will that hee will ſuffer him to da ie hem: take 
vppe his legges and picke him in euery place : pzoudcd al 
wayes, (and let both his Rider andKeeper holde it as an ef- 
pet iall rule of good hozſemanſhip,) neuer to de any thing a- 
bout a Colte, eyther ſuddainly, haſtily, oz rudely : but come 
to him ſoftly , doo enerte thing about him leyſure lie, and be 
carefull not to fright him with ſo much as an enill wozde 2 
fo: when vnſkilfull Boz(men wil come totheir Yozſes with 
ſuddaine motions, and violent furies, that makes Yozſrs 
learne to ſtrike, to byte, to ſtarte at the ſaddle, to refuſe the 
bꝛidle, and to finde boggat'ds at mens faces. Therefoze let 
all things be doone with lenitie and diſtretion, and yet not 
fo vopde of cozreaion , but that if hee be a ſtubburne Jade, 
which though will and churliſhnes will with-ſtande hys 
Ryder, pou! may with a ſharpe rodde treu hym : making 
hum as well vndet ſtande when hee oftendeth, as when hee 
pleaſeth, 
When your Colt is thus in the fable made gentle, that

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be will be curried, rubd, pꝛicht, cold, clothed, ſcopt, ſt odde, 
and ledde vp and deune, eyther to the water oz from the 
water, all whnch a painſult man wil cafilp petſeꝛme in ent 


Month, then would J haue a ſaddle bꝛought lo him, inthe 


gentle manner that map be, Firit let hin finelt to it, then 
let it tubbe his ſhoulder, then his üde, then bis kuttocke, 
and ſo by degrees let it on his backe, not failing to ſette it en 
and tante it off many times cre peu let it reſt: alwaies cher⸗ 
riſhing him. 

Ahen it is ſo ſeated on his backe, then let ene on the 
further dee the Hoꝛſe deliuer peu the gerthes, and gpade 
it on firſt ſo lac ke as he may ſcarce feele them, then by little

Note that when you make your changes en cpther 
hand, in which you dzawe your Poꝛſe into a ſtraight com- 
paſſe, that than you pull your baible raynes moze ſtraight 
then befoze : and putting the calues of your legges cloſe to 
your Poꝛſe ſides, pou ierte them fozwarde againe with a 
good ſkrength, not ceaſing but ſo to da, till you come againe

fach time that you haue made him, that he wil vpon the mo⸗ 
ning of pour leg to his ſide, aduance himſclfe befoze, carrys 
ing his head in his true place, and faking his leggs vp euen 
together, in ſuch lost as the true Arte of Boꝛſmanſhippe rey 
quires, 
When thus hee will aduaunce, then ſhall pcu exerciſe 
him to ſtoppe vpon fwte-pace,and to aduaunce withall,after 
that vpon his trotte both lion and ſwift toſtoppe and ad- 
naunce: and laſtly, vpon his gallop to ſtoppe andadnannce. 
Now foz ſuch notes and obſeruations, as are to be obſerued 
during the teaching of this, J will heere (ef dolune. Firtt 
note that when you foppe your Pozſe, and compell him to 
aduaunce, that you doo not hang bpon his mouth, 02 paeſſe 
it too ſoze, fo; that is the readp way to ſpoile all, and make 
bum runne away, but onelp carry ſach a gentle firme hand, 
as may no moze but ſtay him from pzeſſing fozward, nay 
let pour hande be ſuch, that he may rather haue libertie to 
pꝛeſſe ſoꝛ warde a pace oz two, then by your extreame pul- 
ling of him, that he may haue his mouth duld ; and by that 
meancs,not only winne the headfrom vou, but be as new to 
begin, as if he had neuer biene haultred. 
Nuote, that if hee chaunce (being at the firſt ignozant of 
vou? meaning) to pꝛeſſe foztvarde two oꝛ thzee paces, that 
then you make him retire and goe bac ke, iuſt ſo much as he 
went fozward,that thereby he map know he did offend,and 
_ therfoze after a bzcad to do the like. 
- Note, that (fin a dates riding oz two, ne tha, you can 
not bzing him to that perfection pou would, that then you 


bo not diſcouraged, but continue pour labour, foz thoſe Yo3- 
ſes that are the loweſt of conceitg, and hardeſt to vnder⸗ 
ſtand their Riders meaning, breing once bzonght to knowe 
what they muſt doo, are alwayes the ſureſt holders,. and 
teuer after, the perfecteſt perfozmers of any leſſen whatſo⸗ 
euer. 
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Note, that if he either aduance to hie, o: when you wold 
not haue him, as the beſt mecttaldPozſes moſt commonlie 
will doe, that then with a good cudgell you beate him vppon 
the foze-legges, oz with the great ende of your rodde, be⸗ 
tweene the cares cozrec hun, and vndoubtedlie he will rey 
fo;me that abuſe. 

Note, that after hee will aduance perfectly and in oꝛder, 
that then in cucry ſtoppe when you make him aduaunce, 
that you make him doo it twice, thꝛice, and ſometimes foure 
tunes together without intermiſſion, and then to ſtande 
Mill, the pzofite whereof pou ſhall finde, when you come 
to teach your Yozle to doo the Coruat capriole , and ſuch 
like ſalts of pleaſure, to which this is the perfect path-way 
and guide, 

Nowe fozaſmuch as Jam in matters of ſeruice, J will 
followe that purpoſe, and hereafter ceme to things of plea⸗ 
ſure. When your Yozſe can abſolutelie well doo all theſe 
Icons befoze mentioned, which by continuall trauaile, vſe, 
and exertiſe, you mult bzing; him pnto, fo2 in ante caſe you 
muſt offer no newe leſſon ful the olde bee molt perfea, leaſt 
by making a confuſion in the Yozſes ſence, and foꝛ want of 
true conccite and vnderſtanding e bee be bꝛought to doo iuſt 
nothing, as many vnſkilfull Yozſemen doo at this day, who 
will ſtriue to make they2 Yozſes gallop they2 Rings, ſtop, 
turne, aduaunce, got backe, and all in one mozning: ncuer 
confidering,that a eaſe is a beaſt whoſe capacitie can con⸗ 
teaue no moze then a beaſt, which abſurdity J wilh the wi⸗ 
ſcrſo;t to cſchew. 

Hauingtherefoze as ſa de, pour Yozſe perfed in theſe 
leſlons, eſpectallythat he will gallop the Ring befoze ſpeci⸗ 
ficd, which King in cffect contapneth all other Ringes vſed 
by our Englich tiders: pet neuertheleſſe, J would haue pou 
p2aniſe your Yozſe in one other Ring moze, which albe⸗ 
it as touc hing the making ofa Yozſe readie and perfect, it 
bath no m22e vertue then the fozmer, and that what Yozſe 


weucr cau gallop the firft , muſt of fozce conſequently with 
_ ..moze 
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moze caſe galop this, yet fo; becaoſe this in ſeruice is in dal⸗ 
ly hourely vie, as wel in charging and annoying the Ene- 
mie, as in ſafe garding the Ryders perſon from ſhot, oa ſuch 
like miſchietes, will here ſet it downe as a leſſon as need- 
full as any other whatſoeuer, tearming it by the tifle gallo⸗ 


ping the fleld, the figure whereof is this, 


The manner of bzinging your Yozſe to doo this leſſorr, 
is thus, firſt marke ont vppon pour right hand in a fapze 
foote-pace, a Ring of a reaſonable ſiſe, beeing about a thzee 
vardes ouer euerie way, then another on pour left hand iop⸗ 
ning to the fozmer , and ſo making pour Ringes (kill fozy 
ward, make a third on pour right hand againe, which done, 
put your Yozſe into his galloppe, and as you did pace the 
Ringes, ſo let him gallop them backe againe : and then put⸗ 
ting him ſtraight foz warde twenty oz fozty pardes, make 
your ſtoppe and aduancement : thus would J haue you eue⸗ 
rie mozning when you bzing your Yozſe foozth, to teach 
him. 
After pon haue trotted and gallopt your Ring firſt of all 
mentioned, finding him of ſufficient trength and ability, 
after ſome little reſt and eaſe, let him galloppe theſe latter 
Ringes, which Jtearme gallopping the flelde. And note 
that foꝛ ante tertaine number of turnes in this leſfon, oz as 
nie other tertaintie whatſoener (ſaue the cats ping of his 
head, which muſt al way keepe his true place in all leſſons) 


there is none to be reſpected, but all to bee referd to the Ri- 
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ders diſcretion. Therefoze the Rider muſt haue agreafre- 
gard, that in this leſſon hee put not the Bozſe beponde his 
ftrength,oz fozce him to gallop longer then he ſhal finde the 
Voꝛſe of himſeife willing to pꝛeſſe fozward: foz if he be ouer 
toild, and bought to a wearines and Coth, be will not onely 
lcarne to pzoue reCie,but alſo being poung and tender, put 
fs0;th ſplints, (paucns,ring-bones,and ſuch like foulc diſc a- 
ſes to bzing him to lamenes. 

Note that fo2 any vice int ident to this leffon, (if the Ri- 
der haue him perfect in the fo2iner) there is nene, becauſe 
in effet theſe Ringes and the fozmer Ring is all one, ſane 
that theſe bee in a larger manner, which is moze caſic : and 
in the firft is a certaine oꝛder and methode to be vſed and in 
theſe none, but onelp a confuſton, pet a care of a true time 
keping, Note, that when pour ho2ſe can perfectly wel gal- 
lop the field, that then you ſhal not nerde to exerciſe him in it 
aboue once in a werke. 

Nowe hauing thus farre continued my purpoſe, J will 
conſequently fo ward to the other leſſons, in which there 18 
moze arte and greater curicſity, And firſt of all hauing your 
Hozſe perfcc in theſe leſſons befoze pꝛeſcribed you thal thin 
teach him to turne readily on beth bapds, and foz that there 
be ſundzyp maner of turnes, as ſome ſtraite, ſome large,ſcme 
cloſe,ſome lofty, I will hc w you howe to bzing your Moꝛſe 
to doo them all perfealie. Firſt therefoze, you (hall teach 
pcur hoꝛſe to make that turne which we terme (not hauing 
any apt Cngliſh wszd) Incauallare, to lappe one legge oner 
another, 

This kinde of turne, is the ground of all other turnes, 
and by it, the reſt are attained to with moze eaſe: this man⸗ 
ner ofturne, is to kepe your Yozſes hinder partes firme in 
a place, and make him come about with his foze-partes, 
lapping his out-moſt ſoꝛelegge over his inmoſt as hee tur- 
neth in this ſoꝛt. Mrotte your Yozſe traight downe ſome 
cuen furrowe, and there ſtoppe him, and ſtand ill a while, 


then dzawing vp pour bzidle rayne ſome what firme , yeld 
your 
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veur b2idle hand a little, but ſo little as may bee, towards 
pour right lide, then with the calue of pour legge on his left 
fide, and pour rodde on his left ſhoulder, make him (ſo ſtan⸗ 
ding without any larger compaſſe) to turne his foze-partes 
that way which his hinder partes were, which if he do wil- 
lingly, cheriſh him: and hen making that halfe circle a 
complete round one,ſette him as he twde befoze, Thus as 
vou did on your right hand, do ſo likewiſe on pour left, vſing 
the line helpes with pour right legge,and your rodde on his 
right ſhoulder, then cheriſh him, and ſo dosing the like on 
pour right hand again, that you may end where you begun, 
light from his back, and gine him a handful of graſſe if there 
be any ntere you. 
Do waſking him bp and dolune a while foz his eaſe, 
you may take his backe againe, and doo as pou did befoze, 
iucreaſing till his turnes, as youſee him increaſe in per- 
fectnefſe and willinaneſſe, till ſuch time as you haue him ſo 
ready,as vpon the motion of your legge and hand, hee will 
flie about ſo ſwiftly and ſo oft, as pou ſhall epther offer 02 dey 
fire. Now foz obſeruations andnotes in this leſſon, theſe be 
the y: firſt you ſhall vndet ſtande when pou offer him this 
leſſon, if he refuſe vpon the mouing of pour legge and hand 
to turne, and will couet to reare, 02 doo ſuch like diſo;derly 
aas, that then vpon the firſt p;offer ofſuch diſo2der, you doo 
but lacke the raynes of your bꝛidle, and with your hand 
bppon his creſt keepe him downe, offering him again to 
tarne, which if neuertheleſſe Hee will not, then dzawe the 
right five raine ſomewhat ftraiter then the left , pet in anis 
caſe, not ſo much that his head may goe a haire bzeadth be · 
foze his body, but mone altogether, at which if he make any 
tic k, then with pour rod on his left ſhoulder,giue him a god 
iert that map make him ſtir, and doudt not but hee wil then 
turne, which when her offers, immediatly follow him with 
pour hand and leg, fit! he haue gone halfe about, where vou 
may then panſe to cheriſh him. Note furthermoze, that 


if pee refuſe to moone his foze-partcs, and offer ta come 
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about with his hinder, that then you mate his hinder parts 
ſo moouing, with your rodde, and vppon his buttocke cozrect 
hun, making him keepe his hinder partes firme and faſt : if 
pour rodde bee not a cozrection ſufficient, then may you vſe 
ſometimes pour ſpurre in his flancke, both which, if yoa 
finde pꝛeuaile not, then muſt pon cauſe dim to pate out a 
little narrow Ring, not aboue a pard, oz a yard and a halfs 
oucrthwart, which veu mult make him tread one while 
on one hand, another while on another, ſometimes by the 
ſpace of a quarter of an houre, ſometimes moze : and lette 
him doo it continually on his fote-pace, and not on his trot. 
This ſhall bzing him to great lightnes on his foze-partes, 
and make him repoſe ſuch truſt fo his hinder, that you ſhall 
bzing him vnto the incauallarc , as your ſelfe would wiſh oz 
deſire, 

Note that if he do it willingly on the right hand, and not 
without compulſion on the left, that then you alwates begin 
and end on pour left hand, as pou did befoze on pour right. 
Note that when you turne him on pour right bande, if hee 
doo not bzinghis left legge oner his right, but bzinges if 
ſometimes ſhoꝛt, ſometimes vnder, and ſo fw2th i ſauoredlp, 
that fo2 ſuch offence, vou vſe no other cozrection but fill to 
labour him the mo2e in this leſſon: fo2 by ſuch labour he ſhal 
come to vnderſtande his fault, and by the knocking of one 
of his legges vppon another, cozrect himſelfe enough fog 
that vice. 

Note that the moze hee lappeth his outmeſt legge oner 
bis inmoſt, the better and moze comely ſhall his turne be. 
Note that the moꝛe you follow him in his turne with pour 
hand and legac, the further you compell him to lap his legs 
one oucr another. When therefoze pour hozſe- can ſet this 
cloſe turne vppon the ground, bothſwiftly.and in perfection, 
then ſhall pon pꝛoc ede to teach him beat a large ring turne 
loftily. which at this day amongſt our Engluh Noꝛſe · men 
— molt in vſe, and it is to bee doone in this manner ſol- 
owing, | 


Pou 
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, & Pay mult pace out a 
oz there abouts in , and vſe to pour hozſe in 
the ſame, vntill ſuch that you percetue bene reatie, 
that he will pace it willingly, carrhing his head and bodie 
both firme together, not offering to ſlie out, o vſe any vil 
oꝛderly motion: which 1 5 EN = 
walke him aboat the Ring,on right han bande, with 
vopce and calue of your left legge, and — 
bzidle raine a little moze firme , caufe him to advuaunce, 
whtch ſo ſoone as hee dooth, immediatly by the thzuſting of 
both your legs fozward againe, make him vace foward as 
he dio befoze, and in his paring cherrith him, that hee may 
vnderſtand he did your will, then haning ſo paced a while, 
make him aduaunce againe, and dw in all things a you did 
befoze. Thus may pou doe that 02 4. times on your right 
hande,and then make the like King on your left hand, and 
with the help of pour right legge, doin this as in the other, 
not fozgetting fo make your ending on pour right hand, as 
pou did in other leſſons. Bat by the wap note this, that in 
Any caſe pou doe not end vpon pour aduauncement but vpen 
his pace oz trotte, fo2 if you doe, you ſhall bzing him to 
a reſtie qualitie, that vpon his aduauncement he will ſtand 
ſtill whether you will oz no. When he will therefoze pace 
this Ring, and with the helpe of your legge aduaunce and - 
goe fozwarde, then ſhall you as ſoone as hee hath aduanced 
and gone a ſteppe foꝛ ward, make him aduaunce againe,and 
ſo pace the Ring about, and doe the like at your ſecond go⸗ 
ing about, which if he do in good oꝛder, you ſhal then cheriſh 
him, but not and Mil, fo; in this leſſon, hozſes will conet to 
ſtand 4 be Nothfull,uUherr this is perfect, then make hint ad⸗ 
uaunce, and goe a ſtep oz two fo ward, the oz foure times 
together, increaſing this leon ſtill by degrets, till tough 
your daily labour x bſe, you bzing your hozſe to that perkec⸗ 
tion, that as vou conch pour leg to his ſide,ſo wil he aduance, 
and as pou thꝛuſt ſo: warde pour legges, ſo will her followe 
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with ſuch aduauncements round about, both ſo oft,Go large, 
and ſo ſtrait as your ſelfe will, till keeping that time with 


bis legges and bodie, that you do with your legs and hand, 
And this knowe, that the chcefelt arte and grace in hozſe- 
manchip, is true time keeping. | 

Note that in this leſſon, if the Rider bee diſcrete , and 
will take time and lciſure with his hozſe, therc will hap- 
pen no vice, vnleſſe it be ſuchas ars befoze ſpecified in the 
fozmer leſſons, together with cozrections due to the ſame. 
But if the Rider be an vaſkilfull man, which will fozce his 
Dozſe to doc that in a dap, which woulde aſ ke a foztnights 
labour, then be pou ſure there will happen moze miſchiefcs 
in this one lefſon, then in all the other mentioned befoze,as 
reſtines, running away, wzithing dis heade awer, check- 
ing at the bzidle, and ſuch like: the leaſt of which will aſke 
a monthes wozke to reclaime them. And ith they come 
rather thzough the vnſkilfulacs ofthe man, then eyther the 
vntowardnefſe oz badde diſpofiticn ofthe Beaſt , J will 
heerc omitte them, meaning to treate thercof in another 
place, 

Note that this turne, of all other turnes is moſt beau⸗ 
tifull, moſt gallant, and moſt aſſured, ayd ſtrong, both foz 
man and hozſe. it is moſt in vſe in ſernice, eſpecially in that 


manner of fight , which cur Engliſh Souldiers terme 


fighting at the croope. Note, that if in this turne you finde 
pour hoſe, at any time Cothfull,oz that he will leaue befoze 
you would haut him, that fo2 ſuch offence, pou vſc the enen 
ſtroke of both your ſpurres,anda little to checke him in the 
mouth with your bzidle hand, which is a pzeſent helpe, vet 
would J not haue pou vſe it oft, but at ſome (peciall tunes, 
when other cozredions faile. 

Yerre caulde I ſpend a great deale of waſt paper, and 
moge idle time, in telling pou of ſundzy other turnes, and in 
diſtinguiſhing of halfe turnes fro whele turnes, and whole 
turnes from double turnes: here cculd J ſpeake of turne 
which Griſon calleth Volta taddopiata, alſo of that which 


be 


and trayning vp of Horſes, 
he calleth Lacrambetta, and aur Engliſh Riders Chamhet- 
ta, and when A haue doone, conclude of nothing els but that 
which J baue befoze ſette downe, foz why all 
to that end and perfection, Therefoze,ſith they be ſo neede- 
leſſe, J will let paſſe, and come to thoſe other leſſons 
which are fitte fas a hozſt to learne, and art found moſt ne⸗ 
teſſar in ſeruice. —. 

Vauing your hozfe perfect in what is befoze expzeCed, 

pou ſhall then teach him to manage truely,iuft and well: 3 
nerde nothecre to interpzet vnto you , the fi .of 
this wozde manage, neither needfull a leſſon it is in 
ſeruice, becauſe both are ſufficiently doone in another moze 
abſolute Anthoz, Of manages there be thzec kindes, mas 
nage with halfe reſt , manage with whole reit, manage 
without reſt: foz the two fozmer kindes of X 
no reaſon why a man ſhould heſtowe any par labour 
to traine his hozſe oncly vnto them, ſith they ber of no ſuch 
vſe as the laſt is, neyther doe thep carry the like grace that 
it doth. And foz mine owne part, ſith I vſe them but as in⸗ 
trodudions 02 guides to the latter, and ſith euer bozſe that 
can manage without reſt, can manage cither with half 
reſt 0: whole reſt, J will deere conclube them all thze in 
one, vnder the title of managing without ret. 

To make your Yozſe therefaze to manage perfectly and 
well, pou ſhall take this oder: Beeing come into ſoms 
grauelde Hie way, ot bzeabth (efficient foz a large ring, and 
long enough lo a managing courſe, vou ſhall 'firſf on your 
right hand pace out a Ning, containing the circuite oftenns 
oz twelue pardes compaſſe : hauing markt that ont ſo as 
vou may ſufficiently diſcerne it, pate then pour Mozſe 
ftraight faꝛwarde, ſome fbztic oz fiftic yardes, and there on 
pour left hand, marke out another Ring of like compalle 
nd bros accozding to the manner and ozder of this figurs 
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This doone, put your hozſe info his trot, and make him 
trot downe your euen furrowe to your firſt Ring, at which 
when he comes, make him ſtop e aduance, and then imme- 
diatly vpon his aduance, thzuſt him fozward , 4 make him 
trot about your right hand Ring, then trot downe the furs 
row to pour left Ring, at which when you come, firſt ſtop 
and aduante, and then trot about the Ring, and ſo backe a⸗ 
gaine, not ſuffering your Yozſe by any meanes to ſtand oz 
ſtick vpon his aduancement, but pzeſcntly to goe fozwarde 
withall, 

In this ſozte exerciſe your Yozſe two 02 thꝛee dapes, 
after which time, J would haue you when pour hozſe hath 
trotted your Ring about, to put dana à gentle galloppe 
and to gallop downe the ſtraight furrow to the other King, 
where, vpon pour gallop make him op and aduance , and 
then tratte the other Ring about, and lo gallop back againe 
ſtopping, aduancing, andtrotting about the Ring. Aſter he 
will doe this perfectly, you ſhal then make hum, hauing gal⸗ 
lopt downe the furrow and made his ſtop and aduancement 
to gallop the Rings alſo, in which J would haue you cxcr- 
ciſe him a weeke af the leaſt, 

This weekes erceciſc, will bzing your Pozſe fo ſuch 
perfecnes, that he will doe all this of hunſelfe, without any 
helpe of the rider: that beeing perceiued by you, you may, 
then ſafely adventure to bzing thefe,your Ringes into a 
moze ſtraite and narrow conpaſle , accozding to the fozme 


of this figure following, 
Cuc- 


and trayning yp of Horkes. 
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Euer day making them lee and leiſſe, till ſuch time that 
you being it into ſo ſmall a Ring, that as ſoone as pou haus 
Nope, (which op muſt not be perceiuedby the ſtanders by) 
you immediatly eaſe your hand againe,and putting him fozs 
ward with your leggs; turne him roundly as it were in the 
Incauallare, ſane that this muſt he donemoze toftily; and ſa 
hauing made this turne on your right hand, gallop hat ke to 
your left Ring, and do the like on your left hand. continuing 
theſe turnes, no longer then you ſhall find yaur Yozſe to do 
if with a god grace and courage . This kind of manage, is 
of all leſſons in Hoꝛſemanſhip moſt nedfull and artiſiciall, 
— in it pour hozſe muſt ſtop, aduaunce, and turne, all in one 
inſtant. 

Note, that in this leſſon aboue all other, your Yozſe muſt 
bſe the leaſt diſozder with his heado2/bodie, but in it kepe 
his rayne moſt perfect and gallant: therefoze during the 
time that paur Yoaſe doth manage; be ſure fo carry amoze 
ſtrong andfure hand then in any other le lan. Note that in 
managing you muſt keepe as iuſt time in your gallopas in 
pour turne, andthat the time you hape in each bee all one. 
Note, that as in pour torne , vou d2awe vp the bzible hand, 
to make pour hozſe ſtop, and eaſe it agaiue to malte him goe 
foꝛward in his turne, ſo in his galloppe you muſt dzawe vp 
pour hand, to kepe bis head in his true place, and alio eaſe 
it againe to ſwerten bis mouth , an make him to ride with 
moꝛe pltaſurr, whereastf vou holde pour hand alwayes in 
one ſtap, vou will not onelte dull and make dead his maut h, 
but alſo makt him ride vnpleaſantlie, and when you offer to 
ſtop bim. make pꝛoffer to bzeake away with pet, Note that 
in this leſſen, vou carry pour body ſtraight and vp2ight, peur 


legges in they? true place, paur rodde as it were pour 
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ſwoꝛde on the right ſide of your heade, and — | that 
you ble no vacomely motion, foz any valgemelineCe in the 
man is a diſgrace tothe hoꝛſes doing. 7 
Ther paut hozſe can make this manage, vou may then 
if it pleaſe peu, make him manage in a larger ſoꝛt, which 
is verpcemely in this manner”, Pace out a Ning of fine 03 
fire parvcs compaſſe on your right hande, and then pacing 
downe the furrow as ts befozeſaide, marke out another on 
your left hande of the ſame compaſſe, then put pour hozſe in 
to a gentle gallop; and bering tome to your right hands 
Ring, there making a ſleight kinde of top t aduancement, 
loꝛte pour Hozſe to beate the Ring about, in ſuch ſozt as J 
ſhowd peu befoze, where J tell vou hom to make your hozſe 
to beate a large turne loftily: helping him with the talues 
of pour legges, your hande and pour rodde, then gallopping 
downe to your left Ning doe the like theres. Toys kinde ol 
manage, though it bee ſome / what moze painefull then the 
other, pet if the hozſe ber of mettall that toth it, it carrieth 
ſuch a good grace, that to the ſtanders by Which ſhal behold 
it, u will be wonderfull pleaung. 
Now when this is perfected, it reſteth that pou teach pour 
hozſe to paſſe a ſwift and ſtrong tarriere, which vou ſhal doe 
in this manner. Beeing come into ſome granclcd hie way, 
the length ofa god carriere, which old be meaſured accoz- 
ding to the viſpeſition of the hozſe, pet fith it ſhall net be a⸗ 
mille to ſet 0owne ſome certaintie, I thinke fixe ſcoꝛe pards 
a veryfitte carricre, as well fo2 the heante Cugge Moꝛſe, as 
alſo foz the puiſſant and fine mettald beaſt: foz as the one 
may'runne it without wearines, ſo the other map ſhow in 
it his puiſſance and ſwiftnes. Bering come (as I ſapd) in- 
to ſuch a place, firſt pace your Yozſe twice oz thzice about 
a ſinall Ring,andthen trotte him fozwarde ſireſco2e par ds, 
at the ende whereofpace another Ring: and then ſetting 
rour Vozſes heade ſtraight downe the way hee came, 
make hym ſtand Mill a god ſpace, during which time, loke 


that his body ſtande ftraight and firme , which when you 
baue 


trayningvpof-Harſes.

A hoꝛſe that is ſhoꝛt neckt andnarrow chaulde, reaſon 
telleth you, he cannot couch his head in ſo god a place, as he 
that hath a long necke and a wide chaule: becauſe al waics 
in a god raine, he will hide his thzoppell o2 weiſon wit hin 
his chanle : therſoze, if you ſhall ſette him vpon a bitte, that 
doth net carry great compaſſe in the che, as of th2& de- 
gre&s at the leaſt, you ſhall neuer place his heade well, be- 
cauſe the ſtraight cheeke will Kepe vp his neck, and thꝛuſt 
out his noſe, and hee ſhould haue his necke fozcedto peelde, 
and his noſe kept in. 

So on the contrarie ſoꝛt, if to a heꝛſe ot large Tong fo;c- 
hande, vou put a bitte of much compaſſe, you then being 
downe his necke and put out his noſe, byrraſon ofthe tont⸗ 
paſſe of the checke, which he cannot chuſe but follow, wher⸗ 


as he ſhould haue his necke kept vp ſtraight and Niffe , and 


onely his head b2ought downe to aunſwere it. Zherefoze as

Ik hee be bearded all vader his chappes like a 
Goate,' it is paſſing good, fo2 that is a ſane of great ſwift⸗ 
nes and goodnes, Jn generall,all his head would be leane, 
fo2 ifit be full and fat, doubtles the Yozſe is dull a vnſp2ity, 
his thꝛopell oz wind-pipe, would bee big to a mans feling, 
and ſtraight to his epe,fo2 if when he raineth, it hane a bent 
like a bow, which we call Cock-thzopled,it1is very ill, anda 
ligne of great ſtraitnes of wind, Foz his lyms in gene rall, 
they would be big, cleane, flat, ſtraight, and very ſhozt be⸗ 
twixt ioynt and ioynt, eſpecially betweene the paſterne and 
the hoofe,foz if hee be long in that part, hee muſt of ſoꝛte be 
weake there, and il hee be weake fwted, hee cannot poſſibly 
endare any wet earth, pet ſome that be a little fickle hoght,

ble muſt be made cloſe and darke, pet with ſuch windowes 
and lights, as at your pleaſure you may lot in the freth ayze; 
and make it ſo coole and warme as pou pleaſe; the reaſon 
Why it ſhould be cloſe and darke, is, that when pour Poe 
bath endured a dapes labour oz hunting, beeing ſet in a cloſe 
Stable, as ſoone as hee bath fild his belly, he will lye dolune 
and take his reſt, as well on the day as night, which is as 
wholcſome as any meate he can eate: where if the Stable 
be open andlightſoine, vnle ile be be an old beaten Yozſe, he 
will not lye downe. 

Let the plaunchers ol your ſtable, be layde euen and le⸗ 
uell, not as many do, higher befoze then behind, which ma⸗ 
keth that pour Yozſes can neuer ſtand at eaſe, but reſting 
altogether vpon their hinder legges, p2ooue oftcn lame bes 
bind. Nepthercan they lye but at much payne, whichcaus 
ſeth them ſeldome to take reſt. Let the ground e your plan; 
chers be of an equall height, that if your Hoꝛſe at any time 
goe backward of your plaunchers, pet that hee may ſtand 
cqually both befoze and behind. Let pour Manger be made 
cloſe, with boꝛdes onely, and notlyned within with eyther 
lime 02 plapſter, fo; the ſmell of lime is (uffocating and bu- 
wholſome,and plaiſter will ra ld great te of duſt, which 
is moze bnhealthfull.Let there be no mud wall w:ithinyour 
Stable, that your Yo2ſe may gh vnto with dis mouth: 
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foz by nafure they will couct to gnaw and eate them down, 
and nothing can bee wozſe foz a Vene. Vauing ſette pour 
Vozſe (bering very latte and new taken trom the graut) in 
CTuch a Cable, lay pour hand vppon his ide nirre to his 
ribbes, and there you ſhall fle his fatneſſe, which will bee 
bnder pour hand very ſoft and tender: which when you feele, 
be pou well aſſured all that fat is naught, fo beeing ſo leoſe 
and ſoft, the ſmalleſt trauaile that may be will melt it, and 
then being molten befoze it be hardned by got dyet, the out- 
ward fat falleth into the Yozſes legs, and maketh him haue 
ſwolne leggs and lame, ncuer to be cured; which ſecrete but 
few at this day vnderſtande : and the inward fat which is 
within his tomacke, bagge,and guts, patrifies and bꝛa des 
thoſe diſeaſes which wil kill the hozſe out / right, though it be 
balfe a peare,oz perhaps thꝛe quarters of a peare after. Jn 
ſomuch that the owner, who hath neyther ſkill to diſcerne 
ſuch a chaunce when it is hapned , no2 Art to giue him ante 
medicine to purge him of that grofſe matter, ſayth hee dyed 
ſodainly he knoweth not of what, when himſelfe long be - 
koze, had willingly giuen him his death, which miſchiefe to 
auopde, vou ſhall vſe this meane. 

Firſt foz two 02 the dapes, yoy ſhall-let pour Moꝛſe 
ſtande in the table vncloathed, and giue him nothing but

him in a ſingle cloth made of fat k cloth, and let the ſurſingle 
be ſtopt round about with big ſoft wilps,as wel foz warmth 
as eaſe of the hozſe. | | N 
This ſhall you doe euerie mozning verie earlie, as by 
fire ofthe clocke, then put a (mall ſnaffle in his mcuth, and 
lighting vpon his back, walke him a fairc fote-pace gi" 
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will gather much durt and filthines, and with your bande 


clenſe it, then combe downe with a wet maine combe, his 
maine and taile, and ſo clothe him vp and tophim rounde, 
then as pou did befoze, take his backe, and vppon a gentle 
fte pace;-walke him fe2th to his water, and bzing him 
bome againe, gin ing him two a2 tha& handfuls of well (if- 


ted Oates, then if he haue no wheateeſtrawe in his racke, 


put him a little in, and then thzowing downe bys litter, let 
bum {o ſtand till it be eyght aclock at night, at which tyme 
tome to him, and after you haue turned vp his cloth, rubd 
him, and chaft his legges, giue him a handfull oz two of 
Dates, and a frelh ſheafe of Wheate ſtralu into his Rack, 
and moze new litter, and ſo let him reſt till the next moz- 
ning. 

In this ſoꝛt kœpe him fo2 the ſpace of the weekes oz a 


Moneth, oncly with Wheate-ſtrawe and Dates, putting 


hun to no further, trauails then the fetching of his water, 
in which ſpace, you thall (a his belly will be cleane taken 


bp, and be will ſhew himſelfe comely and gaunt , and pou 


ſhall fele his fatneſſe moze firme, hard, and ſad then it was 
beſoze at his firſt taking vp: which alwayes the harder it 
is, inthe better caſe is your hoꝛſe. H, if your Yo2ſe ber 
ſuch a groſſe feeding beaſt, that his fatncfſe and put ſine ſſe 


\rather increaſcth with this manner of keeping, then ought 


at all diminiſheth, as ſome hozſcs , who will feve as ſoze 
vpon traw, as if they had hay and pzouender , which wee 
call Rettie hozſes: oz if you haue made pꝛomiſe fo: any 
match, ſo that pou cannot well tap to take (ach long tune 
as in truth you ſhould, oz as arte would require, then to 
inſcame pour hozſe the ſoncr , you ſhall vie during thys 
Erſt moneth, fo; to ride out pour hozſc euer night, two 
games after Sunne ſet, and abide abzoade with him the 
bow2es at the leaſt, not cxceding fote-pace,, which we call 
night apzings, 

And if this ber done alongſt ſome Niuer ſide, it is the 


beſt, becauſe the ſharpe ayze which conuneth from the way 
ters, 


ters, is colde and pearcing, and neuer a one of theſe tue⸗

nings, but takes as much of a Yozſe as if her had endurtd a 
daycs hunting: wherefoze J admonthh all Keepers, not to 
apꝛe theyꝛ Yooſes in the night, but with great difcretion, 
betaule it bꝛings lowe , and weakens a hozſe very much, 
When you haue ayzed your Yozſe thus and bzought hem 
in, let his legges dee well cygft and rubd downe, and then 
gyue him hys Dates, and ſo let him reſt till mozning , not 
foꝛgetting but alwapes when you haue bzonght in pour 
hozſe, to picke his foze-ferte cleane, leaſt any pible ſtones oʒ 
grauell ſhoulde bee gotte within the ode, oz wozne into 


the hooke, 


After pon haue ſpent pour frſt month thus, onel in ta⸗ 
king vp his belly, and hardening his ficſh, then ſhall you 
beginne to cleanſe him in this ſozt, In ſtead of Mheate⸗ 
ſtraw which befoze pou gaue him, pou ſhall giue him hap, 
and the courſer ſuch hay is, the better it is (ſoit bee ſweete 
and well gotten) fo2 the hozſs will not fir de on it ſo grollie 
as otherwiſe he would: and a hozſe will many times vpon 
very ſweate and fine hay, eate ſo much as hee will bzeake 
his winde. Hauing thus changed his ſtrawe to hap, you 
ſhall then adde vnto his Dates, Bzeade, which bzead ſhall 
be thus made, 

Lake a ſtrike of Beanes, two pecks of Mheate, and 
one pecke of Rpe,grinde theſe together, ſift them and knead 
them with water and Barme, and ſo bake them thozowlte 
in great loues, as a pecke in a loafe: and after they are a 
day olde at the leaſt, pour hozſe may feede on them, but not 
befoze, Dome peraduenture, that neither lone thys ſpozt 
of hunting, noꝛ make any care of a god Yozſe, will ima- 
gine this bꝛeade foz too coſtlie, and ſap that common Ba- 
kers hozſe-bzead, which is made of naught but Bꝛanne 


and Wheate chyſſell , ſhall do as much god: but if thep 
did knowe howe many inconueniences are founde by thys 


common Yozle-bzeado, they would ( without doubt) alter 
their opinions. 


Fult,. 
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Flift, the ſubſtance. whereof it is made, is but bzanne 
oz chiſcll, and this bzanne is nothing but the outmoſt ſhale 
oz huſke of the Cozne, the meale and ſtrength whereof is 
taken away : now wht the vertue is bereft, what remaines 
but a dzp huſ lie thing, without eyther nutriment oꝛ ſppzitc : 
And what can that J pzay you pzevaile with a Poꝛſe that 
muſt endure extreame labour: Then the x kneade it with 
nothing but colde water, which makes it ſo heany and ſad, 
that it lyes in the ſtomacke of a Yozſe, and neyther turnes 
to good blood,noz any other nutriment, but enelp to putri- 
fanion, and groſſe humozs, which commonly come to the 
Anticor, conſumption of the lungs, paine in the lpuer, the 
yellowes, and diuers other (uch like diſcaſes, all which bee 
moꝛtali. 

Againe, Banne is extreame hote and dap, therefoze the 
Voꝛſe that ſhal much fade thereon, it wil enflame his blo, 
ſcald his ſtomacke, and bz&de in him many filthy diſcaſes : 
as the ſcabbe, itch, oꝛ farcin, and ſuch like, Some againe 
will aſ ke mee, ſith I diſalowe this common Bzead, why in 
the other bzead J bid them take Beanes , and not Peaſe 2 
Py ſaunſwere is, becauſe Beanes are a moe ſtrong and 
cleane fode then Peaſe, and leſſe pur ſie, and the meale they 
make is a great deale finer. v * 

If they demaund why put in the Wheat, my aunſwer 
is, becauſe it is comfoztable and full of ſpyꝛit, it bꝛa deth in 
a Voꝛſe luſt, courage, and liuelineſſe. If ſo what purpoſe 
the Rye, then foz this, becauſe the two fozmer grames bee 
of great ſtrength, and altogether binding, therefoze J put in 
the Rye, which is altogether looſening and ſcowzing, that 
being ioyned with the ſoꝛmer, it keepeth the Yozſs cole and 
in good teanper in his body. Nowe why J kneade it with 
Barme, that is to make the bzead light and fine, that it 
map be eaſie of diſgeſtion, and not lic to long in the Yozſes 
ſtomacke. 

Vauing ſuch bzead as this, and hauing taken awaie 
your TUhecate ſtrawe, you ſhall then alter your Yozles 2

bꝛidle a quarter of an howꝛe, after which time come to him 
and giue him a hanWuil of Dates,and halle eth Yemp- 
ſade mingled together. 

LThys Vempe-ſeede , is the moſt gentleſt and N_ 
ſcowzing that can be given to a Yozſe, the vertue whereof 
is this.

Wher- 
 asifpou haue no ſpurres to tozment him with, but that he 
may take his owne lepſure,and when he ſtumbleth, both ſ& 
the occaſion, and fiele the paine thereof, which is twiſe ſo 
ſo:c to him as to the man, and farre moꝛe loth is the hozſe 
to fall then the man to haue him, he wil become ſo cunning, 

that the derpe earth and plaine Peddowes will be all one 
to him: nap, in that hee findeth his Rider will let him take 
leyſure and tune thereon, he wil rather conet the depe then 
the plaine, and fo2 a ſuretie, cunning pzcuaileth farremoze 
then (pede on a deepe earth. 

As fo2 his diet this foztnight, let it be in all things like 
the fozmer foꝛtnight: both the ſame meate, the ſame ſcow⸗ 
ring, and the ſame times ducly obſerucd. Now after theſe 
two foztnights are thus paſſed, which with p fozmer month 
makes iuſt two months, you ſhall then, perceiuing pour

If your hoꝛſe be both ſwift and tough. vet thick winded, 
that is, that he cannot runne long with a winde, but if he 
want ſtates o2 ſobdes , that de will faint oz peelde, then 
pour beſt play is, vtterlie to refuſe the Wild-goſe chaſe, 
and onelp to make pou triall after the dogges , though ſach 
trialls be the longer in making. Theſe neceCarie helpcs 
in matching being duelie conſidered , and having made 
pour match with god diſcretion,p2oniding alwayes to haue os 
a month foz the keeping of your hozſe,you ſhall then thus 03- 
der and diet him. 1 

Firſt, behotving pour Yozſe to be luſfie and ful of lyfe, ; 
hauing a cherefull countenaunce, willing to play in pour 
hand, and percetuing by your fozmer labour, that he is in 
reaſonable caſe foz ozdinarie hunting, pet not ſo verie pure 
and cleane as he ſhould be foz a match, foz the leaſt imper⸗ 
fection that may be in the bodie , is the loſſe of the wager, 
and fo2 a man to keepe him in that temper all the pere, were 
but too coſtly,and to little purpoſe, fith a man may alwayes 
in a monthes (pace, (if hee be any thing cleane ) make him 
fitte foz a match, then foz the firſt wecke , feeve him not 
what vpon that bzeade befoze pzcſcribed, and let him haue 
Dates but now and then fo2 change of meate, yet let him 
haue ſuch ſtoze of them both. that her may alwayes have the 
one oz the other lying in the manger befoze him, 1 
J. edde 
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fedde him in the mozning, you find any at noone ſwerpe it a/ 
way, and giue it to ſome other hozſe, and gine him freſh, ſo 
likewiſe do either at euening oz af night, 02 at other times. 
Foꝛ this firſt weeke and the ſecond,loke that you hunt your 
ie veryſo2e, and giue him flrong ſcow2ings : of which 
ſcow2ings, fith there be diners of ſundzy natures and ope- 
rations J will befoze I goc any further, ſet them downe to⸗ 
gether with theyz vertues , wiſhing you to apply them 
thereafter, leaſt in miſtaking of them as many dw, pou ras 
ther hurt then pꝛoſite your Przſe. 

Thereloꝛe firſt, as touching theſe two ſcowꝛings befoze 
mentioned, the one of Yemp-ſete,the other Roſemary and 
butter, Theſe two are of all the caſicft, foz they ſearch no- 
thing of themſelnes, but onely purge away ſuch matter as 
is befoze diſſolued. As they purge the body, ſo they perfume 
the head, open the pipes, and make claere paſſage fo; wind, 
therefoze they be the beſt fo2 fatte hozſes. 

There is another, which is Garlike ſtampt and lapt in 
rowles of Butter, and ſo giuen to the Yozle : this ſcowzing 
onely-purgeth the head, bzeaketh fleame, and pꝛeſerues a 
Yozſe from any diſcaſe that commeth of colde , therefoze it 
is to bee giuen to a Yozſe that is epther* thicke winded, oz 
ſubiecꝭ to take colde, Butter and Saunders mingled foge- 
ther and made in pellets, is of the ſame vertue that this is, 
and wozketh the ſame effect, onely it is of moze ſtrength 
and fozce , Then is there Sailet ople and Pilke mingled 
together, and ſo luke-warme to bee giuen to a Pozſe, this 
purgeth the ſtomacke g entrailes afall groſſe matter, and 
molten greaſe, therefoze it is good foz a fatte hozſe, Allo 
ſome vſe to giue this ſcowzing to a Vozſe that is newe ta⸗ 
ken from graſſe, as ſoone as he is bzought into the houſe, 
Alſothere is Ballet oyle and Puſkadine to bee ginen 
ther, this is of the ſame vertue that Sallet ople and

is, ſaue that it is ſomewhat moze comfoztable, fo as it pats 
geth, ſo it ſtrengtheneth, therefoze it ts to be giuen to a fick 
and weake hozſe,

berg gon; ho honed conniidthe emer liffle oz no⸗ 
thing, vet it purgeth the heade exceedingly : therefoze to bur

Laſtly, and the chiefeſt of all is this, Take 
the leaues of Boxe , and dis them at the fire till you may 
crulh them in peccss , then mingle with them Bzimſfone 
beaten to powder , and giue it pour hozſe in his pzouender, 
pet very diſcretly, as by little and little at once, leaſt pour 
Voꝛſe take a loathe at it, and ſorefuſe it. This purgeth the 
head, ſtomacke and entrailes, of all manner of filthineCe, 
leauing nothing that is vaſound oz vncleane: it cureth the 
cold, it killeth the wozmes, grubbes,03 bots in a Yozſe,and 
it neuer abaſcth, but increaſethcourage and fleſh , There- 
fo;e it is to be giuen either to a foule hozſe oz cleanehozſe, 
bat chiekely to the cleane hozſe ,- becauſe it will pzeſerue 
bim from any foulenes. 

Thus haue J ſette you downe ſundzy (cow2ings , with 
their natures, vie them acco2dingly, and you ſhall perceiue 
their vertues. A foztnight of pour moneths keeping beeing 
ſpent in ſound hunting, as is afozeſaid, in which J woulve 
wilhe pou to haue a certaine knowledge of your Yozſes 
goodnefſe, and having vſed ſuch ſcowzings as pou finde to 
bet fitteſt ſoz the ate of your Yozles bodie , which when 

you perceiue to leaue their wozking, and that there comes 
nothing from peur hozſe but cleane excrements, without 
greaſe 0; filthines, then map you be certaine and well aſſ- 
red, that your Yozſe is cleane within, ſounde, and with- 
out any manner of imperfection , eyther of winde oz dil⸗ 
eaſe, 

Chen ſhall yan the ſecondfoztnight , endenour fo com» 
tinue the afozeſaidcleannes: andtoangnerft his ſtrength, 
courage, and abilitie,you ſhall foz this foztnight, make him 


Bzeadin this manner. Take ot Beanes a ſtrike, of Dat- 
meale two pecks , of Wheate twopecks, and of Rye two 
peckes. N 
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All theſe being ground together and finely iffed, let it be 
knoden with new Ale, the Barme and all being beaten tos 
gether in the fatfe . It you put the whites of Egges into it, 
it wil be the better, and moꝛe holſome foz the hozſes wind. 

Thycſe beeing well knoden together let them fo2 an houre, 
oz there abouts, lpe in the kneading tubbe, that it may haue 
time to ſwell, then let it bee wzought vp and baked en great 
loaues. 

With this Bꝛeade and with Dates, ſee that you feede 
pour Vozſe cxtreamely, euen ſo muchas hee will eate. As 
foz his exerciſc let it be thus: foure 02 flue times in a wake, 
let him goe foo2th on hunting, vet in any caſe let him not 
gallop, eſpetially to ſtraine himſelfe aboue twice a werke at 
the moſt. At hee be ſuch a ketty Pozſe that you perceaue he 
leedeth to faſt,and that pou feare hee will ware purſie,then 
may you once 02 twice a wake, about foure a clocke in the 
rnening, after you haue trotted after the Youndes all day, 
ſending pour Boundes home, bzeake into a maine chaſe 
with pour Yozſe , and ſo giue him a good ſounde ſweate, 
which ſo (one as pou have giuen, then taking him vp both 
in good luſt and courage , walke him ſoftly vp and downe, 
ſometimes trotting, ſometimes racking, tul you haue cold 
him well, and then carry him home, and (et him vppe in the 
ſtable, 

Jn this wiſe exerciſe your Yozſe, till it bee within tho 
dapes of pour match . during which thzee dapes, let pour 


him foo2th to gette him a tomacke if it faile him, as it is 
likely it will: becauſe foz thoſe the dayes, you muſt night 
and day watch with him, making him to eate all the meate 
be cates, out of your hand, and when he hath eaten a little, 
offer him a little diſh full of water to dzinke, and then giue 
bim moze bzcad,, then offer him moze water, and in this 
manner f@de him till he be full. Then let him take his reff 
and (te dotune, ano alwares When be riſcth po the Be, and 
in this ſozt fa de him till his match dap: pzouided alwayes 
that 


Yozfe take his reſt, ſaue that you may, if pou will, walke. - 
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that you let Him haue Bay Kacke, und let him dee

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The ſecrets and Art of trayning, and dietting the Horſe, for A 
courſe : which wee commonly call run- 
ö ning Horſes. 


be ditference befwirne the Hunting ⸗hozſe 
beſoze mentioned, and the Yozſe fog a courſe 
2311s great, therefoze the Art of moze effeeme, 
lud the tecretes moze woozthie diſcloſing. 
Toye firlt, (which is the Yunting-hozle) hay 
his ver tue, conſiſting in long and weary toyle, thts other 
in quicknes of ſpeede and ſuddaine fury. And as the one re⸗ 
quireth a whole day ſoꝛ his triall, ſs this other in compari⸗ 
ſon malt diſpatch in a moment, Foz the choiſe of your run- 
ning Yozſe, it nothing differcth from pour hunting, ſaue 
that yon may diſpence with ſundzy faults in this Yozle foz 
a courſe, which may not be tollerable in a hunting Yozſe, 
as foz example, It pour Yozſe be long and loſely made, that 
is, not ſo ſhozt and cloſely knit together as a hunting Yozſe 
ſhould be, yet foz a courſe he may be excellent, andinthozt 
races ſhew great ſwiftnes , Alſo i hee be ſmall limb and 
weakely iopnted, although theſe faults J vtterly viſalow, 
and millike, vet ſhall you nde many hozſes of a wonderfull 
ſperde, to entertaine theſe infirmities. 

Howe, when you haue a Yozlſe, Whoſe ſhape, counte- 
naunce and demeanour pzomiſeth aſſurance of great ſwift- 
neÞ, and vou addicted onely to that pleaſareo2 cxerciſe, in 
this ſoꝛt ſhall you traine and bzing him there-vnto, Firſt 
beeing faire and fatte taken from the graſſe,-0z bought in 
the Nang 4 

3 | 
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bim,as is befoze pꝛeſcribed foz your Yanting-hozſe the two 
firſt moneths, onely let his txertile not be thereafter, but in 
this manner, 

Cueric mozning and euening, ride him info ſome faire 
Meddowe, Poze, oz Heath, and there foz halft an houre 
gallop him gently vppon the hand, even ſo ſoftly as you can 
poſſibly make him ſette downe his feetc, but if hee bee ſofu- 
rious that hee will not gallop at his eaſe, but with to great 
vehemencie, then (hall you make him gallop tenne pardes, 
then trette as much, and in this ſozt gallopping one while, 
and trotting another, exerciſe him, till hee vnderſtanding 
your minde, fallofhimſelfe to a gentle, light, and eaſie kind 
of galloppe: which attained to, pzactiſe him t herc in foʒ two 
moneths, not by any means putting him to matter offozce 
oz extreamitie, no2 euer ſuffering him to vnderſtande his 
owne ſpeede: but that all hee doeth, hee may doo with luſt, 
couragc, and ſtrength, ſlill pꝛeſſing and ſtriuing to do moꝛe 
then he doth, The benefit of this exerciſe is this, the ground 
being fo plaine, ſmath, hard, & firme, without cyther feare 
02 ſtumbling, o2 doubt of ta great tople, and your labour 
ſo moderate, your VYozſe ſhall learne a true nimble ſtroke, 
and withal,ſocouch his body therennto, that when you ſhall 
neuer ſo little foꝛce him, he will launch out himſelfe in ſuch 
wonder kull manner, that what ſtrength and nature may 

poſſibly bꝛing to paſſe, Art ſhall aſũſt in the higheſt degree 
that may be. 

Whereas, if yeu ſhould exerciſe him vpon cuerthwarts 
and derpe groundes, firſt as the toyle would be ſo weart- 
ſome, that fo2 want of eaſe hee would rather loyter then en⸗ 
creaſe in ſwiftnes, ſo would the vntertaintie, and vncuen⸗ 
neſle of the earth ſo alter and bꝛeake his ſtrone, that not ſin⸗ 
ding meanes to lay his body to his length, oz to launch ont 
his legges to the aduantage of great ſpeede, hee ſhall bee 
made to frame himſelfe to a ſhoꝛt idle gallop, which albeit 
bee may be able long to en dure, vet will it be ſe Cow, that it 


will bea de little pꝛoũit ſo; aſwilt ceurſe. * may ove 
| un⸗ 
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aunſwere vnto mee, and ſay that fozaſmuch as Jinffruct 

them vpon the plaineſt grounds, not to excade the lo welt 

gallop that may bee, that thereby I halli as well woont my 

Voꝛſe to idlenes and to a ſhoꝛt ſtroke, as it J did exerciſe him 

on the derpeſt ozethwarts. 

Py replyis this: vpon the faire plaine grounds, gallo⸗ 
ping my Yozle at this eaſe, if at anie time J lift (as manie 
times it muſt be done) to make him ſpzing into ſome good 
round ſpeede, J ſhall both finde the ground ſo fit fo; the pur⸗ 
poſe, and mp Yozſes willingneſſe fo great, that the moze J 
offer, the moze hee ſhall deſire; where on the other part, it 
bpon ozethwarts J ſhall offer it: neyther will the ground 
ſerue, vnleſſe a man will wilfully bzeake his neck,noz long 
can the Yozſes ſtrength endure it, be hee of neuer fo great 
ability, Yauing trained your Yogſe in this ſozt evening and 
moꝛning, foꝛ the ſpace of two moneths, keeping him in good 
hunting dyet , and finding his ſperde and towardnes to en⸗ 
creaſe,as there is no doubt but it will, then being at the leaſt 
fire peeres olde, pou may aduenture to courſe him moze tho⸗ 
rowly. And if eyther pleaſure oʒ neceſſity vage you, eyther 
runne bell courſe, oʒ wager, Ik pou doo make any match, 
haue great reſpec to the nature and pzoperty of your Pozle, 
fo2 if you excede his ability, there is no doubt but you ſhall 
looſe wilfally : therefoze in this manner regard it. It your 
Vozſe be quick, hote and ſierp, then is it impoſſible he ſhould 
be tough, hard, and durable, wherefoze foz him, the ſhozter, 

r plainer pour courſe is, a great deale the better. 

ef if it haue as we terme them, eyther inwithes, vpwithes 

oꝛ downewithes,that is, eyther running within the ſide of a 
hil, climbing vp a hil, oꝛ deſcending dolun a hil, it much auai⸗ 
leth, as well ſoz recouery of his wind, as the maintenance 
of his ſtrength and courage: Foz a hote Yozſe that runnes 
of an euill leuell, vnleſle hee bee exc@vinglyftraite held in, 
will not onely ſpende himſelfe too dutragiouſlie, but alſo 
runne himſelfe out of winde wilfullie, which once tcofarrs 
ſpent, is in a courſe very hardly recouered: whereas if hee

It your hozſe be il and heauie of himſelfe, 
Now, ſtarting, al waies rather crauing, then oft of frewill 
offering, ſuch hoꝛſes J ſay be tough, lrong, and durable, oz 
els foz nothing but a Colliers cole-ſake p2ofifable , wherc- 
fo:e foz ſuch hoſes, the long, deepe, and tedious courſe, is 
moſt auailcable, becauſe what want of ſpeede loſeth, fruth 
and toughnes may recouer, Paning made a match, be al- 
waies well aduiſed to reſerue a month at the leaſt to dpet 
and make pour hozſe fitte in: nay if he haue not been befoze 
in dyet fo2 a courſe, if pou reſerue ſixe werkes it ſhall be bet⸗ 
ter, becauſe a hozſe newlie entred info ſo ſtrickt a dict, will 
fo the firft foztnight mourne, and fall away ercadinglie, 
that a month will bee little enough to recouer his ſtrength, 
and b2ing him to abſolute perfection ; whcrefoze foz his dict 
and keeping, let it be in this manner. 

Firſt looke vppon him, and as neere as peu can by his 
dunge, thicknes of his ribbe, cleannelle of his chaule, and 
other externall partes, indge in what temper and ſkate his 
body ſtandeth, and how larre hee is eyther out ef caſe oz in 
caſe foz the running of a courſe, Some hozſes will runne 
beſt when they are hie and fall ef fleſhe, which is the wo: if 
and leaſt to bee truſted : others when they be but in indiffe- 
rent caſe, and ſomewhat poze to lake vpon, which is þ beſt, 
and moſt to bee eſteemed: of which of theſe kindes pour 
Vozſe is of, your experience in the trayning mult giue vou 
knowledge. 4s fo2 them both they haue but one manner of 

dyet, ſa that you mult haue this care, if hee that runneth 

ie be pe, then mull you in his dyct pamper him, and get 
him into luſt and trength, making him to endure no moze 
laboz then you are fazced vnto faz pzeſeruation of his wind: 
and let your ſtrongeſt fcow2ing be a ſweete maſh of Pault, 
which as it ſcow2eth, ſo it trengtheneth and comfozteth,to 
him pou may ſpare ſweates and night ay;ings, 02 any other 
thing that abateth his lr engtt oz fleſh, 


If 
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I that hozſe which runneth beñ lowe and pooze, bee hie 
which meane J will in a larger manner, ſhewin 
the true arte ol dyeting in him, becauſe hee craueth all the 
helpes that may ber: wiſhing you to vie the ſame manner 
to all running Poꝛſes of what nature ſoeuer, onelyreſer- 
uing to your diſcretion, matters ofextreamitie, + 

Yauing therefoze made pour match, and taken ſuch 
ſafficient time as in good diſcretion ſhall be ,enter 
well into the conſideration of the tate of pour body, 
which finding to bee ſtrong, full of luſf,and touragious, tho⸗ 
row his great fatneſſe : pet by that meane ſo purſie, kettie, 
and thicke winded, that hee cannet ſhewe that wonderfull 
ſpted and goodnes, which otherwiſe he would demonſtrate, 
thus enter him into his diet. Firſt next his ſkinne,, lay a 

faire linnen ſhecte, becauſe hozſes natnrally loue to bee 
ſweetly kept. and the moze neate they are, the moze pꝛoud 
and pleaſing to themſelues: next the ſhate,laya blanket 02 
two, and ouer them a houſing cloth of Cannas oz ſackcloth, 
binde theſe cloſe befoze pour hozles bꝛeaſt, and then gy2de 
him on with a @urſingle, ſtopping it round about with lit- 
tle wiſpes, 

Thys doone, let pour (fable where her tandeth, bee 
made darke, cloſe, and warme, hauing continually great 
ſtoze of lytter lying about him, the reaſon foz theſe ſoze⸗ 
mentioned things is this Firſt foz the linnen ſheete, as it 
is neate and meruailons pleaſing to the Yozſe , ſo if carrt- 
eth this commoditie, whe nature ſhall ſo vehemently ſtriue 
in the Beaſt, as what thzough his extreame , vnu⸗ 
ſuall warme keping, and t reſt, he ſhall, (as ma- 
ny times he will) bzeake into great ſweats , inſomuch as 
when you come to him you ſhal finde him all of a water,the 
linnen being nert his ſu inne, even as the fozce of nafure 
ſhall leane his wozking, ſo will the linnen dꝛy, and bee no 
further anciopance; whet as if the wollen ſhould lie next his 
ſkinne; it wou not W ſweat — 
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thoſe +724 marine weakencth, dulleth, and maketh tapnts * 
euer p part and member. 9 
Foz the many clothes befoze paeſcribed, they are foz two 
cauſes nodfull ; firſt, to be a heine to nature, aud anoccaſty 
on now andthen to ſweat as he fleepeth oz taketh his reſt, it 
be beertreame foule , and molt abeundantly full of groſſe 
humozs: foz otherwiſe the ſelfe ſweates will not chaunce. 
And this manner of diſſoluing theſe humoꝛs, is moſt natu⸗ 
rall and wholeſome Theſſecond cauſe is, a Yozſe breing 
peſtered, and as it wert loden with manx clothes, when her 
ſhall come to be ſtript naked and eaſed of them, will finde 
himſelfe ſo light, nimble, and deliner, that in his courſe he 
will ſhew the vttermoſt abilitic he can poſſible, Againe, be⸗ 
ing kept ſo warme in his clothes, when her is naked, the 
tolde apze will bee ſo piercing, that whereas otherwiſe a 
courſe of thzee oz foure mile woulde thꝛuſt him into an ex⸗ 
tee ding faint ſweate, by this meane, ſuch a tourſe ſhall but _ 
maintaine a naturall heate, without ſweate ozfaintneſſe, 
Foz the darkneſſe ofthe Gayle J haue rehearfed a rea ⸗ 
ſon in the fozmer Chapter, therefo2e in this place J will 
peelde no other but this: becauſe the Yozſe ſhall nat diſtin⸗ 
guiſh the day from the night, þut beeing kept darke, take 
dis reſtin both. Pp reaſon fo2 the much litter J woulde 
bang him continually ſtand vpon is this, Firſt, becauſe if 
will defend him fro the cold dampiſhnes of the earth. which 
iswonderfyll vawholeſome. Secondlp, becauſe hee ſhall 
not detaine and holde his v2ine longer in his bladder then 
willinglynature would: which if he haue litter under him, 
hee wil not doe, but if hee want, vndoubtedly hee wil: be- 
cauſe naturally Yozles wil ee N 770 bare 
planchers.

Foz as ** 
ring befoze day diminiſheth fleſhe, ſo this augmenteth , it 
ke«pcth him from lothing his meate , ſo as you can hardlie 
cloy him, but his ſtomacke will be ready to receiue meat as 
oft as pou offer it him : which iathe chiefeft thing to bee re- 
garded in a running hoꝛſe, betauſe they will ozdinarily take 
ſuch lothings to their meate,that they will refuſe what euer 
you make p;offer of, and is no way to bee remedied but by 
ap2ing : this kinde of ayzing helpeth the Yozſes winde, and 
giues him deſire to endure labour, 

If your Þozſe be in good Cate of body, neither to fatte 
noz too leane, then the ayzing him after day and befoze ſun- 
riſe, ſhall keepe him in that ſtate, and nepther abate noz in- 
creaſe his ſatneſſe, but only help his his ſte⸗ 
macke, and make him willing to endure his courſe the bet- 
ter. Beeing apzed and ſette vp, aftcr his leggs haue beene 
wel rubd and chafed, vnbzidle him, and giue him the quan- 
tity of a penny wheaten loafe,v2 as your diſcretion ſhal rule 
you, (lan in theſc quantities your owne witte muſt be your 

goucr-

Vanting-hozle in the mer Chapter, which as ſone as hs 
hath eaten,leane him ſweet Wheat-ftraw in his racke,ſhut 
bp your table windswes and the dane, and let him reit til 
it be twelue o2 one of the clocke in the after none, at which 
time, after vou haue put awayhis dung and made pour ſta⸗ 
ble cleane,vacloath him, and him as is befoze expzel 
ſed in the fozmer Chapter, and then'cloath him vp againe as 
he was befs2e : hauing due regard, that during the time de 
is naked, pou let him not Rand Till, but be wozking oz doo⸗ 
ing lome what about him: foz whilſt a Hoſe dooth ecyther 
ſir himſelfe,oz hath the keper labouring about him, ſo long 
the Bozſe will neuer take cold. 

When you haue finiſhed pour dzeſſing, leade him cut in 
pour hand to the water, and let him dzinke his fill. Now foz 
that there is great dinerſity in waters, as namelie ſome 
ſmall, ſome ſtrong, ſome feding, ſame ſcow2ing, J wil ſhe w 
vou which water is foz which Poſe. Firſt foz the fat Yozſe, 
the ſmalleſt water is beſt, as that whoſe ſpꝛing iſſueth from 
the Koche, and runneth vpon one oz peble, which tothe 
eye is pure and cleere as Chailfall. Foz the leane Yozſe the 
ſtrongeſt water is god, as that which runneth from ſome 
dunghill, oz that which iſſueth from ſome common fewer, 
ſo it be refinde and ſwertned by his courſe of running, oʒ the 
Kiner into which is caſt much garbidgo, blood, oz other ex- 
crements, 

Foz the Yozſe that is in good ate of body, as neither 
too fatte no too leane, a meane betwene theſe would doe 
well, as the ſtanding Pond / water, which is fedde by a freſh 
ſpzing, 02 that which iNueth from epther chaulke 02 lime- 
fone ; fo; that water which J tearme ſmall; as in desde if 
nourttheth little, it altogether ſcow2eth and cleanſeth both 
the body andraines , it pzeſerueth a Yozſe from the tone, 
and helpeth paine in the kidnepes : pet it is tothe taſt both 
bapleaſant + vncomfo2table , Thoſe waters J call ſtrong, 
are binding, pleaſant, 8 1 and full of OR 
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vet being taken exceſſinely, ede man bad humozs, as 
— of bad blod, head / ach, dumnes of naht, and great pur- 
enes, | 

Thoſe waters which are ameane-betwdne theſe two 
ertreamities, are the beſt, and moſt wholeſomeſt, therefo:e 
to be had moſt in vie, and the other two put as Phiſick helps 
in time of neede onely , And thus mach touching waters 
particulerly, now in generall thus. The leſſe water pour 
Voꝛſe dzinketh, the better, ſo that nature thzough to much 
dꝛought be not inflamed : foz by dzinking you may kill your 
Voꝛſe, by want you can neuer hurt him, Andſith J am thus 
far entred into the treatiſe of water, I wil in generall hew 
the diltommodities that grow, by letting your Vozſe dzinke 
. bnaduiſedly, 

Firſt, if befoze you conrſe pour Yozſe, you let him d2ink, 
in his courſe, vou ſhall not onely hazard the bzcaking of his 
wind, but alſo aſſuredly endanger the incoꝛding oz burſting 
him. Beſides, in ſuch a caſe hee can neither ſhewe ſperde, 
truth, noz any godnes. If after he hath courſt and is hote, 
pou let him d2inke , you ſhall eyther founder him in his bo⸗ 
die, (which is a moꝛtall diſeaſe) oz elſe ſo ſuddainly cole his 
greaſe,that it will clap fo his bart, and cloy him ſo, as ey- 
ther he wil die inſtantly, oz cl ſume and waſt away in 
ſhozt time after: which manner ol death, vaſkilfull Yozſes 
men attribute to guiltlefſe diſeaſes, therefoze in ſuch a caſe, 
there is no other remedy but ſtrong ſcow2ings and comſoꝛ⸗ 
table Paſhes. 

If after you haue courſt your Þozſe , and reſted him 
two oz th:& houres , pou then in the houſe giue him colde 
water, you ſhall ſo fozce him toquiner and ſhake, that hee 
will be in daunger of a Feauer oz wozſe infirmity, which 
ſhaking, if at any time you ſee your Yo!le vſe, immediatly 


take his backe, and trotte him vp and downe till hee be 

warme, oz elſe with a god rodde in the Stable,chafe him til

The reaſons foz which are befoze dilated, Nowe af- 
ter you haue bzought your Yozſe in from ay2ing,and hauing 
chafed his legges well , gine him the fozmer quantity of 
b:ead, andſolet him reſt till the next mozning, obſeruing 
toſpend all the next day in euerx paynt like this, It max 
bee obieded to mee by ſome of our ſtrice Keepers, as J 
knowe diners of that minde , that this manner of dyet 
is tos grole, and that it will rather nouriſh then any way 
diminiſh, glut, fat, and parſineneſe: vet when they ſhall 
with good tudgement conſider nent of Yay, and the 
oxtreamity of hys early and late ayzings , 2

Yauing therefoze ſpent two dayes in this ſozt, the third 
moꝛzning in ſterde of ayzing him, leade him in his cloathes to 
the place appointed foz his courſe, where when you come to 
the ſtake, let him ſmell vnto it, and if he will (as many wil 
touet) let him rub himſelfe thereon, and ſoleade him to the 
place of ſtart,obſcruing to leade him with great leaſure and 
care,fozcing him as much as you can, both tu dung and ſtale.

I your Yozſe in this foztnight (beeing vnacquainted 
with dyet,oz being inwardly bote of hunſellr) ſhal pzoue ſo

Howe foz this laſt foztnight, which is all vou haue fo 
kepe him in befoze you runne pour wager , as I ſayde be⸗ 
foze, fo ſhall vou now obſerue the ſame howꝛes foz ayzing,

Foz mine ow 
part, my intent is to wzite nothing moꝛe then mine owne 
experience, and what J have appzaued in hozſcs diſeaſes 
molt auaileable: andfirft ofthe; oʒ ague in a Yozſe, 
though it be a diſeaſe ſildome oz not at all noted by our me⸗ 
chanicall hoꝛſe Farrioꝛs, who cure many times what they 
know not, and kill where they might cure, knewe they the 
cauſe : pet I haue my ſelfe ſeene'of late; (both by the de⸗ 
monſtrate opinions of others better learned, and by the cf 
fects of the diſeaſe ) ſome two hozſes Which J dare auouc h 
were mightily tozmented with Frauer: though diners 
Lecches had thereof giuen diuers opintons, one ſaying it 
was the bots by reaſon of his immoderate languiſhment: 
another affirmed him to be bewitcht, by reaſon of his great 
ſhaking, heauines, and ſweating; but J haue found it and 
app2oued it to be a Feauer, both in effect, nature, and i
